HE JOURNAL a short time ago, took issue w!;h a Re- 


publican contemporary in regard to the cause of the 


late declin in the price of silver, denying that it was due 
to the Chinese indemnity matter, and attributing as the 
main cause, the threatened further hostile legislation by 
the American Congress. Mr. Bryan, in the last number of 
the Commoner, handles the same subject, with the follow- 
ing indisputable firts, figures a nd comments. 


It is astonishing to see what passes for argument in 


the gold standard papers, and nothing has been more as- 
tonishing than the comments that these papers have made 
on the recent decline in the price of silver. Is it ignorance 
or perversity that leads these editors to overlook the in- 
fluence of legislation upon the white metal? The silver 
dollar was worth three cents more than the gold dollar 
when silver nas demonetized in 1873. The Bland-Allison 
act aided sihei some, but, as it did not take all the silver 
on the market, the metal that could not secure a place for 
coinage continued to fall—bt^t for the demand created by 
the Bland-Allison act. silver »ould ha\e fallen still mori- 
rapidly during thai period. In 1890 the Sherman law cre- 
ated a little larger demand for silver, and under the stim- 
ulus of this law silver rose to J1.20 an ounce—within nine 
cents of the coinage price. But when it was ascertained 
that the Sherman law did not utilize all the annual product 
silver again began to fall. 
The repeal of the Sherman law- 


still further accentuated the decline, and the legislation 
now contemplated by Congress is casting its shadow before 
it and inlluem-iiit? in advance the price of the 
metal. 


China is being blamed for the present decline, and the fact 
that she is compelled to pay such a large indemnity and 
has nothing but silvei with which to pay may account, 
In part, for the present decline, but American legislation 
is iriore ip'.ponsible than anything else for the present
